Home Secretary Simon an- 
nounced the children might 
be brought to England by the 
National Joint Committee for 
Spanish Relief.

HOUSE CONCIUDES 
HEARING ON CANAL 


Chief U. S. Geologist Warns 
Cut Would Lower Water 
Level. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—(P) 
The house rivers and harbors 
committee closed hearings on the 
controversial Florida ship canal 
today after receiving from the 
government’s chief geologist a 
warning that cutting the water- 
way would lower the level of 
ground water in adjacent ferri- 
tory. 

W. C. Mendenhall, director of the 
geological survey, testified the 
“great drainage ditch” across 
northern Florida would affect the 
water tables over an area wider 
than the 30-mile zone estimated 
by geologists who made a survey 
for the War Department. 

Chairman Mansfield, Democrat, 
Texas, said the committee prob- 
ably would not vote on the canal 
proposal for 10 days or more. 

Mendenhall declined to estimate 
the distance of the canal’s effect in 
miles, but he answered affirma- 
tively a member’s inquiry whether 
it would be limited to 50 to 60 
miles on each side of the cut. 

He said no student of ground 
water in Florida would say the 
canal would destroy the water 
supply of the southern part of the 
peninsula. As for the amount of 
damage in adjacent territory, he 
added, the only way to learn defi- 
nitely would be to dig the canal. 

The geologist said he based his 
conclusions only on reports sub- 
mitted by other representatives. 

Mendenhall said he _ thought 
there would be no effect on plant 
life, because an abundant rain- 
fall supplied the state’s top soil.

After the harvest season, Rose states, those 
storehouses had received 400,000 cans of food, 
82,308 pounds of flour, 11,800 pounds of meat 
and 27,196 articles of clothing. Also 4,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 7,000 pounds of shelled corn, 
apples, honey, hay, fodder, barley, poultry and 
livestock. 

These supplies were used by the church to 


‘feed its own destitute, but, before being given 


an order for supplies, every man had to work 
for a given number of hours. A married man 
with a family was able to earn more supplies 
in a given time than a single man. 

The cities were combed for jobs in private 
employment. Work projects were launched by 
the church, many of them in the canneries 
where those 400,000 cans of food for the bish- 
ops’ storehouses were put up. Mormons with 
surplus farm acreage gave the use of that land 
and 2,296 acres were farmed on that basis by 
men who would otherwise have been idle. 

Only by efficient organization was the ulti- 
mate goal reached, but the Mormon church to- 
day can boast there isn’t one of its members 
on public relief, local or federal. 

The elders of the church claim that in tak- 
ing the 84,460 out of the ranks of the relief- 
supported idle they have been activated more 
by interest in the moral welfare of their people 
than in their materiai prosperity. They de- 
clare that life without work is the greatest 
enemy of character. They reiterate today, the 
big job done, their belief that “work has been 
re-enthroned as the ruling principle of the 
lives of our church membership.”

STUMPED Up to this, Mr. Roosevelt had been thinking about his 
price-wage-hours problem from the old NRA stand- 
point. His unofficial attorneys general, Corcoran and Cohen, have 
been trying to work out new price bills and new wages and hours 
bills along the same old theory which inspired NRA. That is, their 
viewpoint was that of creating rather than abolishing monopoly and 
regulating it severely to promote certain wages and hours for labor 
and certain price bases for industry. Their approach was toward 
collectivism, Fascism, or whatever nicer words they chose to call it. 
Several things have happened lately to make them see the error 
of that way. Biggest thing was the Wagner labor decision by the 
supreme court. It cut the ground right out from under the Roose- 
velt method of approach by specifically giving labor the right to get 
its own hours and wages under restrictions of a federal board. At 
the same time, General Corcoran and General Cohen are supposed 
to have torn up some dozens of drafted bills, which were unsatisfac- 
tory efforts to reach Mr. Roosevelt’s purposes. Those which sur- 
vived are said to have been wholly unsatisfactory to the President. 
These left loopholes, fell short of reaching the problem, etc. 


FORMULA During all this period of NRA remnant thinking, the 

_ anti-trust laws were as dead as Attorney General 
Cummings’ instinct for reform. Now that they are being trotted out 
again for enforcement and strengthening, you can glean a hint, even 
without an official tip, as to what the new theory is to be. 

The process is simple: Let labor negotiate for its hours and wages 
under government supervision. This will increase prices (as in 
steel). Then the government will chase monopolies in an effort to 
put a ceiling on prices.

The Bad Citizen Gets the Benefit 


of a Civilization Built by . 
Good Ones

A recent book by a lionized “free thinker” repeats the common 
error that people nurtured in religion discard their God later be- 
cause they are “intellectually grown-up.” 

Doubtless there are people who in childhood accept religious 
teachings as they accept the story of Santa Claus and lose faith in 
both when they learn to think for themselves. 

But that is only a fraction of the story, and to tell that much 
and no more is equivalent to an untruth. 

There are many reasons why people “discard their God.” Change 
of environment, immoral living and plain indifference account for 
most of them. But those who consciously and deliberately turn 
against religion after years ‘of belief usually are rebels against ali 
authority. 

Examine a typical member of this group and you will find him 
a spiritual anarchist. He believes in no law above his own will. 

As a child he accepted what he was told, not from conviction 
but as a matter of instinctive discretion. He was a natural con- 
former. Good policy combined with faith ir his elders to make him 
accept all beliefs and rules without question. 

While he remained an under-dog, whether because of youth, 
timidity, poverty or social handicaps, he respected authority and 
conformed to all restrictions. 

But his attitude changed as he got up in the world. He de- 
veloped some talent, or made money, or he grew tall and strong 
and found himself respected, and his ego blossomed like a flower 
in the sun. He discovered that nobody would hurt him, and all at 
once he felt like a man freed from prison. He could do as he 
pleased. 

Being free and unafraid, he thumbed his nose at all authority. 
He quit going to church, He quit obeying his parents. He broke 
moral rules, 

In time he discards religion, not because he is “intellectually 
grown-up” but because it represents authority and he feels above 
all authority. He also feels above moral and ethical rules. His 
sex morals are those of the barnyard. He does not speak of honor, 
but of getting by. He breaks his word without shame, for he now 
feels above all law and scorns all rules. 

He is not “intellectually grown-up,” and the proof lies in this: 
That if all others should do as he does, civilization would soon be 
destroyed. 

Ages were required to develop men wise enough to accept re- 
strictions that are necessary for the common good. Those who 
ignore the rules feel superior but are in fact below the common 
level of civilization. 

_ The rule-breaker “gets by” only because rule-keepers preserve 
civilization for him. If everybody followed his example, no rule 
would remain but the primitive law of the jungle. ;

If it is true, as charged, that students in 
American universities are taking courses that 
glorify Communism, Naziism, Fascism, Soviet- 
ism or any of the other governmental isms that 
exist in the world today, while at the same 
time those students are woefully ignorant about 
the principles of government under which they 
live—that most of them are ignorant even of 
the wording of the constitution—it is time for 
sober thought of what this may bring in the

No student in any institute of higher learn- 
ing in the United States should be permitted 
to graduate until he can satisfactorily pass an 
examination on the constitution of his coun- 
try, the Declaration of Independence and the 
fundamental tenets of government as it is un- 
derstood in the United States today.

A MATTER OF FAIRNESS 
(From the Boston Herald.) 

The Joneses are a typical American family, 
1937 model. They have one automobile, although 
Mr. and Mrs. Jones and their three children, Rob- 
ert. 21: Helen, 19, and Herbert, 17, all have 
licenses to drive it. Obviously, it would be un- 
fair to the other members of the family if Robert 
used the car every night or if Helen drove it to 
school every day. So a friendly understanding 
has been worked out with the result that each 
member of the family has the car for a reason- 
able time each week. When there is an argu- 
ment, Father or Mother Jones acts as arbiter. 

The problem of the Joneses and their one car 
is very similar to that of Boston and the use of 
its downtown streets for parking during the busy 
week-day hours. It is clearly impossible for all 
the people of Greater Boston who own cars to 
park them simultaneously in that small area. As 
a consequence, the city government has worked 
out, over a period of years, a fairly equitable 
arrangement by which each automobile owner 
may have a chance to park there for a short 
time. This arrangement is what we commonly 
call the parking rules. Those who observe them 
are being fair to other motorists. Those who do 
not observe them are being unfair. In the ab- 
sence of a Father or Mother Boston, the police 
and the courts are expected to spank the selfish 
members of the Greater Boston family.

In 
certain other states, children 13 or 
14 years of age can be placed at 


‘labor which keeps them out of 


school. Some American cotton 
mills employ children and other 
children work in factories of other 
kinds. Several thousand children 
have been injured by machines 
while working in factories or mills 
during the past few years, and 
some have lost their lives. 

Labor which keeps boys or girls 
out of school, or causes accidents, 
or hurts their health, is a sad

FLORIDA HOUSE VOTES

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., April 29.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—(P) 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States disapproved Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s proposal to re- 
vamp the supreme court today 
and called for amendments to the 
Wagner labor act defining “un- 
lawful” labor practices. 

Other resolutions adopted at the 


closing session of the organization 
of businessmen demanded an end 
to federal work relief, rigorous 


control of congressional appropria- 
\tions and administrative spending, 
/early balancing of the budget and 
a start on retiring the _ public 
debt. 

The chamber elected a new 
president at its closing session, 
George H. Davis, banker, farmer 
and merchant of Kansas City. He 
succeeds Harper Sibley, who de- 
clined to be a candidate for a third 
term. 

John W. O’Leary, Chicago, was 
elected chairman of the executive 
committee, and Robert B. Fleming, 
Washington, renamed treasurer. 
Six vice presidents also were cho- 
sen. 

In its court resolution the cham- 
ber said “the judicial department 
must remain free and independ- 
ent.” 

On social security, the chamber 
‘said the present act should be 
amended to retain for 10 years the 
initial 1 per cent rate of taxes on 
employers’ pay rolls and employes’ 
|'wages. Subsequently, it contend- 
led, tax rates should be adjusted to 
‘a “pay-as-you-go” basis. 
| Without calling for repeal of the 
federal gasoline tax as such, the 
ichamber said “the gasoline tax, 
‘kept below levels 
levasion, should be levied only by 
states.” 

It called the capital gains tax 
‘unfair and inequitable and pro- 
‘posed that the corporate surtax 
make allowance for funds set aside 
‘for capital investment and im- 
| provements.

Your linen closet tells tales on you. 


Give us a glimpse of your linen 
closet arid we'll tell you more 
about yourself than even you have 
suspected! Oh, we're a regular 
Sherlock Holmes when it comes to 
towels and sheets. We'll know how 
fastidious a housekeeper you are, 
how foresighted and forearmed 
you are, how economical, how me- 
ticulous, how good a manager, not 
to mention what you consider is 
important. 

Speaking of sheets, here are the 
things we think are important to 
know about them: 

About Length. 

Short sheets are a constant nui- 
sance. Get 108-inch length sheets 
in order to have the right amount 
cf tuck-in. And about length, 
“torn size” means the length with- 
out shrinkage or hemming, Actual- 
ly a 108-inch torn size means 
about a 98-inch length. This ap- 
plies to the average sheet. One mil! 
now offers a “true size” line of 
sheets. They are marked with the 
size the sheet actually is for use 
Then you don’t have to allow for 
this and that. 


Another improvement is a so- 


called “anchor line” on sheets. 


'This is a guide for getting the 


sheet straightwise of the bed the 
first shake. 

We're sure we've spent years 
trying to pick the double sheets 
from the singles in our linen clos- 
et. Now you can buy sheets with 
tabs that say just what bed they’re 
for—single, double, twin or three- 
quarters. 

We used to feel pretty feminine 
toward the technical terms in 
sheetdom, but. now that we know 
why they’re important we make @ 
point about them in buying sheets, 
The thread count means the nume 
ber of threads to the square inch, 
both lengthwise or crosswise. Un- 
less there are approximately the 
same number both ways, the sheet 
may tear more easily. The tensile 
strength is the number of pounds 
strain it can stand lengthwise and 
crosswise. 

Sizing in Sheets. 

Sizing is the starch or filling in 
the fabric. Firm extra woven &al- 
vages are important for reinforce 
ing the edges of the sheet. 

Percale sheets are made of @ 
finer count fabric and from a bet- 
ter long staple cotton thread than 
muslin sheets. They feel almost 
like silk so fine and soft are they, 
and if you launder them at home 
they will give longer wear. But 
if you send your laundry out, a 
leading manufacturer told us that 
muslin sheets of a good grade 
would probably wear longer. Per- 
cale sheets are more luxurious to 
sleep on though! 

It’s fun to get initialed or mono- 
grammed sheets now at little or no 
extra cost. And reinforced hem- 
stitching is also available in mod- 
erately priced sheets. Tinted sheets 
are still an improved company 
touch.

A junior member of the royal 
household was King George's 
stand-in today in rehearsals of 
the coronation in Westminster 
Abbey. His name was kept 
secret. 

The four Knights of the Gar- 
ter who will hold the canopy 
over the King on May 12, more 
than 100 peers, attendants, her- 
alds, pursuivanis and golf staff 
officers were present. 

Included were the Dukes of 
Norfolk, Sutherland, Richmond 
and Gordon, the Marquesses of 
Crewe, Salisbury and Zetland, 
the Earls of Shrewbury and 
Cromer, and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

A special mission from Nepal 
called at Buckingham Palace to- 
day to give King George a dia- 
mond-studded star with center 
piece of crossed Knives. It was 
the insignia of th- Order of 
Rajunya, restricted to royalty. 


Seventeen foreign countries 
will be represented by warships 
at the coronation naval review 
at Spithead on May 20. The 
United States is sending the 
battleship New York, 27,000 
tons. 

Italy will be the only major 
maval power not represented. 
Rome declined an invitation to 
the review. 

The largest warship will be 
the Argentine battleship Moreno 
of 27.940 tons. The New York, 
flagship during the World War 
for the squadron under Admiral 
Beatty in the grand fleet. will 
be the second largest. 

Most modern of the visiting 
ships will be the French Dun- 

_kerque, which has just com- 


pleted trials and boasts a speed 
of 30 knots and a main arma- 
ment of eight 13-inch guns. 

Japan sends the 10,000-ton 
cruiser Asigar; Russia, the bat- 
tleship Marat; Germany the Ad- 
miral Graf Spee, which has been 
cruising off Spain. 

Denmark, Sweden and Fin- 
land will be represented by 
coast defense vessels; The Neth- 
erlands by the cruiser Java; 
Greece by the Averoff; Portugal 
by the small cruiser Bartolomeu 
and Cuba by the Cuba. Tur- 
key, Rumania and Poland are 
sending destroyers and Estonia 
will have a new submarine, the 
Kaley, 

Most of the British navy will 
join in the review. 


The coronation celebration is 
being organized into a period of 
rejoicing for the empire from 
Canada to Austraha and from 
South Africa to India. 

May 12 will be a public holi- 
day in all the dominions, with 
business establishments and 
schools closed and with all pub- 
lic services stopped. 

Canada will have miulitary 
parades, ceremonials and music 
in the larger cities. In Sydney, 
Australia, there will be street 
decorations, night illuminations 
and military reviews. Munici- 
palities will entertain the poor 
and their children at special 
parties. State governors will 
hold receptions on May 13. 

The high point of all will be 
the King’s broadcast from Lon- 
don the evening of May 12, in 
which prime ministers and high 
officials of the dominions will 
participate, and which will in- 
clude broadcasts from the capi-
